4. What fire the internal evidences that the 
Scrifiturea are the word of God ?

the Lord is pure, enlightefning the eyes. The 
fear of the Lord is clean, enduring forever ; the 
judgments %f the Lord are true and righteous 
altogether. More to be desired are they than 
gold, yea, than much fine gold : Sweeter also 
than honey, and the honcy-cphib. Thy testimo- 
nies are wonderful : theriefore 'doth my soul keep 
them. The entrance of thy words giveth light ;
